The Los Angeles charter community believes that the Superintendent must 
possess a long-term vision that is defined by a relentless commitment to 
student academic outcomes, a value the we fully embrace by prioritizing 
academic achievement and advocating for the closure of chronically 
low-performing charter public schools. 


I'm wondering if it would be befitting to have some type of statement 
regarding our expectations that the new superintendent would share our 
values in this regard and also hold all LAUSD schools to the same bar of 
accountability and high expectations by taking actions related to 
chronically low performing LAUSD schools on behalf of their students in 
order to ensure they receive the education to which they are entitled. 


I realize that for them this is easier said than done but I think we 
all know that the double standard I refer to above condemns a pretty 
large number of students to failure. Perhaps we need a more proactive 
superintendent who will do a better job at holding their own school 
leaders and teachers to the same standard that both our authorizer and 
we in charter schools hold ourselves to.

Review and Provide Feedback on Superintendent Search Statement 

At Wednesday's LAAC meeting, LAAC members approved updates to the north 
star priorities. This included addressing LAUSD's superintendent search 
within the Relationships north star, and using this search as an 
opportunity to share the successes, future vision, and advocacy 
priorities of the LA charter community. We also shared that Jed Wallace 
will be interviewed by the LA Times next week, and the superintendent 
search will be one of the topics of that interview. I have attached a 
draft statement that will be disseminated to media, read by Oliver at 
Tuesday's LAUSD Board meeting, and used as the basis for Jed's talking 
points during the LA Times interview. 

Given current dynamics around the superintendent search, we anticipate 
this statement will come from the Chair and Co-Chair of the LAAC, rather 
than the entire council. That said, we would appreciate feedback from 
everyone. Please respond with your feedback on the attached statement by 
Monday at 10am, if you have any, and we will work to incorporate what we 
hear. Because this issue is time sensitive, if we do not hear back from 
you, we will be proceeding with a final version on Monday based on the 
feedback we have received at that point.
